A controversial ordinance
which restricted circulation of
non-residents in the South-
wood Riviera tract may be
killed - by the City Council
Tuesday night—one week after
its adoption,

The urgency ordinance
adopted by the City Council
Tuesday night after residents
of the Southwood area com-
plained of weekend disturb-
ances, was immediately chal-
lenged by the Congress of Ra-
cial Equality and the American
Civil Liberties Union and a
temporary restraining order
was issued in Los Angeles Su-
perior Court Friday halting en-
forcement of its restrictive
provisions,

MAYOR ALBERT ISEN told
The HERALD yesterday that
the apparent need for the ordi-
nance had been eliminated
with the agreement between
developer Don Wilson and rep-
resentatives of NAACP and the
UCRC. NAACP officials said
demonstrations at the tract
planned by that group would
be canceled.

Agreement on conditions sought by representatives of
integration groups in the Southland have been reached
between developer Don Wilson and representives of those
groups, it was annouced here Friday night.

The announcement, made in Wilson's Gardena office

following an afternoon-long
conference between the parties
involved, was hailed as a major
step in the direction of ending
the growing tension in the
developer's Southwood Royale
tract in Torrance which has
been the scene of picketing and
demonstrations for nearly a
year,
. - -

DR. CHRISTOPHER L. Tay-
lor, head of both the NAACP
and the United Civil Rights
Committee, immediately called
off plans for a demonstration
scheduled at the “ tract this
weekend, and Torrance Police
Chief Percy G. Bennett can-
celed plans for the heavy pa-
trols in the area set up two
weeks ago to avert trouble dur-
ing a similar demonstration,

While Dr. Taylor said the
NAACP and UCRC would not
mount demonstrations this
weekend, Earl Walters, presi-
dent of the Los Angeles chap-
ter of the Congress of Racial
Equality said his group would
maintain token pickets at least
this weekend. For one thing,
he explained, officials might
not be able to call off all of the
pickets which might be headed
for Torrance over the week-
end, He promised, however,
that the sit-in, lie-in technique
would be abandoned.

BEFORE ISSUANCE of a
temporary injunction against

the city's new curfew ordi
nance in the area, CORE offi-
clals had promised some new
and different demonstration
techniques to protest the re-
strictions,

The Trustees adopted the site
resolution after the Campus
Planning Committee heard re-
ports on four conditions at-
tached to the Palos Verdes site,
The final vote was 13-3, with
trustees Paul Spencer, Daniel
Rider and Allen Sutherland dis-
senting, All raised doubts
about the availability of land
and the problems of commun-
ity relations.

DR. GLENN S, DUMKE, chan-
cellor of the state colleges, told
the Campus Planning Commit-
tee that his office had studied
all four conditions attached to
the June resolution approving
the Peninsula site, He said his
office was satisfied that the
Pennisula area met all the re-
quirements,

Dumke submitted the results
of traffic access and soil
studies and said both were ade-
quate. All zoning problems had
been resolved and utility serv-
ice was sufficient, the chancel-
lor said.

On the question of commun-
ity support, Dumke admitted
it was divided, “There are
more people for us than peo-
ple who oppose us," Dumke
told the Trustees, He cited a
long list of statistics to sup-
port his contention, but pre-
faced his remarks that all
outside the Peninsula had been
eliminated,

Mitch-
ell, who has been clinging to
life at Little Company of Mary
Hospital despite evidence that
he received three shots from a
A8-caliber pistol in the base of
his skull, was found by a work-
man on his way home Tuesday
evening west of Redbeam Ave-
nue and north of Sepulveda
Boulevard, just inside the Re-
dondo Beach city limits.
